THE EASTERN WAR. 

The attention of the whole civilized 
world has been for the last few weeks 
centered with intense interest at 
the scene of the struggle in the East 
Since the fall of Plevna, which was long 
and heroically defended by the Turks, 
after all hope of a successful de¬ 
fence must have been abandoned, the 
hope has been entertained that a suc¬ 
cessful mediation might be attained and 
that the powers of Europe might exert 
themselves successfully in forming a 
basis on which the belligerents might 
agree to a cessation of the struggle. 
The success of the Russians in their 
seige of the old stronghold, was no 
doubt regarded by the majority of 
people as decisive victory, and the 
Russians regarded the conflict as virtu¬ 
ally ended in their favor. The Turks 
seemed to feel the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion as was shown by the readiness 
with which the Porte issue his circular 
to the Powers expressing a willingness 
to treat for peace on the terms proposed 
prior to the war. T he diffident 

manner in which this overture has 
been rcceivcdby both Germany and 
Austria secerns to have again raised the 
ire of the Sick Man, and he has decided 
that he has vitality enough left to 
further battle the encroachment of the 
Russian bear. They claim that their 
barriers are yet of sufficient strength to 
at least stay the march of the Russians 
for a time, and until these are over¬ 
come they dc cline to treat directly with 
their opponents for peace. In the 
meantime neither seems anxious to re¬ 
new the struggle, and a breathing spell 
is accepted as if by mutual consent. 
It would certainly seem to an outsider 
tliat the Russia had nothing of im¬ 
portance to gain by carrying on the 
campaign, and that her treasury has 
already been drained very low to pro¬ 
vide the sinters of war is for them a 
humiliating fact. While the people of 
Russia arc rejoicing over the fall of 
Plevna and the Czar is being feted and 
crowned with laurels over the success 
of his army, there is a feeling prevalent 
that peace would not be at all unwel¬ 
come. Although the Turks could not 
be expected to hold out long against 
the swarming hosts of the Czar, still 
an empty victory may be achieved at 
too’ dear a cost. All eyes are directed 
however, with painful interest to the at¬ 
titude of the neutral powers.— 
Great Britain is felt to be in position 
Avhere the least step is fraught with im¬ 
portant consequences. Germany has 
given unmistakcable evidence of her 
inclination to sympathize with Russia. 
France cannot be counted upon as 
an ally for some time to come, and has 
expressed her intentions of entirely 
avoiding interference in the dispute. 
Austria will not take any steps not ap¬ 
proved by Germany. What England 
will do single handed and unsupport-

STANLEY AT ADEN 

HIS EFFORTS TO REPR^JS THE SLAVE 
'■TRADE. 

Henry II. Stanley sends a cable de¬ 
spatch from Aden, Arabia to the Herald 
and Daily Tcleyraph announcing his* ar¬ 
rival at that place on boaid the steamship 
Fachumba , from Zanzibar. Mr. Stanley 
report? that ho saw Sultan Syed Burgh 
ash, anti spoke to him about his officers 
ami subjects who were engagod in the 
slave trado in Central Africa, Syed 
Burghasli seemed to be much moved by 
Mr. Stanley’s expostulations in regard to 
the infamous traffic and his assurance 
of the determination of the civilized 
world to put it down. He promised to 
do by utmost to suppress it. 

Mr. Stanley, in the course of the con¬ 
versation with the Sultan, accused Said 
Ben Salim, the Governor nt Unyanvombe 
or participation in the traffic,and encour¬ 
aging his subordinates and others to do 
the same. Finally the Sultan proposed 
to recall Said Bon Salim lrom Uuyauy- 
embe, where his position enabled him to 
carry ou tho slave trade with impunity, 
and to substitute for him a Governor 
who could be trusted to refrain from 
such practices, and to lend his co-opera 
t ion iu the suppression of the trade in 
human brings. 

Before leaving Zanzibar" Mr. Stanley 
paid off and discharged the native mem¬ 
bers of the AugL-American exploring ex¬ 
pedition, who are now at their homes, 
and reposing after their long and ardu¬ 
ous lahouis. They parted from Mr. 
Stanley with every demonstration of at.- 
faction, aml^hey, as well as the relatives 
and friends of those who had died during 
the expedition, expressed themjelves as 
entirely satisfied. 

Mr Stanley concludes his despatch as 
follows.—“The Belgian exploration party 
arrived at Zanzibar the day I sailed for 
Aden. 1 leave for Suez to-morrow.”

THE TOWn OF PATERSON COURSED THROUGH 

BY A RIVER oF BURNING PETROLEUM. 

(From the N. Y. World.) 

One of the most remarkable conflagra¬ 
tions on record was that whioh, as noticed 
in a despatch in yesterday’s World, oc- 
ctired in Paterson Mouday evening. 

Between 7 and 8 o’clock an oil train 
eastward bound on the Erie track broke 
a coupling and lost four cars, including 
the “caboose,” winch always goes along 
iu the rear of freight. When the coup¬ 
ling broke the detached cars rolled back¬ 
ward down an incline, the caboose, re¬ 
versing its position suddenly, taking the 
lead, with three cars, supporting iron 
tauks full of petroleum oil, following. 
As the oil oars, proceeded by the caboose 
rolled down ward with constantly accele¬ 
rated motion on one side, a heavy freight 
locomotive, which had been following the 
oil train, came thundering along the 
other. Tho man who was in the caboose 
leaped for his lite, and in another instant 
came tho collision. The caboose was 
lifted clean oyer the top of the smoke¬ 
stack of the locomotive, and left standing 
on end on top of the boiler, while the 
locomotive, still retaining its momentum 
dashed into tho car following, overturned 
it and ripped an immense hole in the 
iron tonk, through which the oil poured 
forth in streams. Immediately a sheet 
of flame leaped high in the air. How 
it was sot is not known ; probably it 
caught from a blazing journal; The 
engineer fortunately was able to back his 
locomotive away from tho wreck and 
run tho train of coal cars which he was 
drawing to a]snfe distance from the flames. 

Tfio trnck where tho collision occurred 
was wrenched out of shape, and one or 
two rails were torn up One of the tanks 
was thrown down the embankment on 
the side towards the town. A litttle 
hoase standing just under the track was 
^deluged with tho blazing oil, and broke 
“into flames in an instant. The good wife 
was about stepping into bed, having just 
drawn up the shades on the windows to 
admit the moonlight. The house was 
wood, and the family'had bareley time to 
run out and no time to savo any i f their 
household goods, so quick was its des- 
truction. The tank continued to vomit 
forth oil, which ran and collectod in a 
blazing pool in a hollow right in front of 
the culvert running under the track at 
tho point where the cars had toppled over. 
This hollow was a partially opened sewer, 
which led into a brook running under¬ 
ground to the Pa “Bale. The tiro com¬ 
panies came running promptly, and 
peoplo seemed to liso out of the t 
ground, so rapidly did the crowd gather. 
Within a few minutes there wore 5,090 
people collected about the blazing tank. 
All at onco there was a cry of wonder, 
form a point 50 foot away, across the 
road towards the town, a sudden flame 
leaped up as it seemed out of the bowels 
of the earth. It did not stop in one 
place, but ran on through tho lots in the 
direction of the houses. As Jit approach¬ 
ed the first house it took hold greedily, 
setting it ablaze in an instant, aud then 
run on in the direction of the River-street 
bridge. It passed straight through a 
number of back yards, wrapping itself 
around trees and outhouses, until there 
was a continuous line of fire, in some 
places, where it cought dry material, leap¬ 
ing a hundred f« et into the air, one hun¬ 
dred feet away to River-street.

It ran along 
through the hare lots lying between 
River-street and the liver, catching a 
house and bain on its way until it met 
the Passaic about one hundred loet 
aboyo the bridge, It did not uot stop 
there, but hugging the right bank of the 
river passed under the bridgo and ran 
along the water, leaping high up to catch 
the trees and the long, dry grass which 
overhung tho stream, in the direction of 
the gas-works.

Caeey, editor of the Canada Casket, 
after whioh ihe Chairman delivered a 
concise address. We have net room for 
Rev. Drc Hartley’s w ell-timed remarks, 
and can give only the following brief 
synopsis: 

Truth and Temperance are one and 
identical. 

1 . Temperance is a physical tiutli, in 
harmony with the laws of nature. 

2. Temperance is an intellectual truth, 
it commends itself to the understandings 
of men, &c. 

3 Temperance is a moral truth. B 3 
this I mean it has reference to the con¬ 
duct and behaviour of men. 

4. Temperance is a religious truth, il is 
in harmony with tho principles of true 
religion. 

5. Temperance is a scientific truth. 
And whst is science ? 

It is knowledge duly and properly ar¬ 
ranged anil referred to general truths 
and principles on which it u founded, and 
from v hich it is derived. 

We have not time to-day to consider,the 
obstacles in the wav cf this array of 
truth, or the fearful magnitude of the evil 
witn which this truth is now contending. 
Bntto come plainly and irrequivocally to 
the main point before us. >Ve believe 
that tho temperance cause is one and in¬ 
dissoluble with truth. Wo claim, also, 
it is not a local. but a general cause. Wo 
maintain that it is abovo sect, above 
party, The good to be obtained is a 
common good, and the cause of temper¬ 
ance being the causo of humanity, it de¬ 
mands the sacrifices, labors and prayers, 
of all who wish well to our country and 
race. So believing, we feel we are safe 
in laying down the following principles, 
as so many axioms : 

1 . It is in the power of the state to ar¬ 
rest the evils of intemperance us if now 
exists. 

2. The powor to arrest it, implies the 
obligation to do so. 

3; This obligation rests first, on the 
electors who make the legislators, and 
second, on the legislators who make the 
laws. 

4 Nothing but law can arrest the evil 
in its present form. 

6 . And no law but this, namely : The 
talc of alcohol for useful purposes ; ? be¬ 
yond that it is prohibited. 

0. Tho single ground bn which we 
would ask lor such a law, is its absolute 
necessity. 

The license system and moral suasion, 
in whatever form, having been tiicd in 
vain, Wlmt we want and must have, is 
a prohibitory law, and that law promptly 
and vigorously enforced. 

Rev Mr. Young and others will address 
the next meeting on Sunday afternoon 
next at 3:30 p. m. Every fiienc of so¬ 
briety and good order, every lover of 
temperance, should take un interest in 
these meetings.

Windmills for Farmers. 


I see by an article on windmills in a lute 
issue <>f your paper, that the writer 
speaks of tboir being started or thrown 
into gear to pump water for the stock in 
the morning, ami says they are liable to 
be blown down by abigh*wind. Now, 
I havo not any special interest at stake, 
aud so luay be allowed to say that Yan¬ 
kee ingenuity is equal to any emergency, 
and has a remedy for these two difficult¬ 
ies. Thero is a windmill now made that 
is perfecty selfregulating, and does not 
break with the highest wind, but turns 
the edges of its vanes to the blast, and 
does not run faster than with a moder¬ 
ate breezo. I have seen one of these 
mills attached to another governor so 
that it would keep a tank always full, 
and stop when no more water was ueeded, 
thus producing no overflow to make a 
mudholo, and there was not so much 
danger of draining the well to no pur¬ 
pose. Drawing one pint of water from 
the tank would start the mill. This 
wheel stood the storms oi the fall of 1870, 
on the top of a building, and this mill, 
on the centennial grounds, was unhurt 
when others were demolished. Another 
kind that had been erected to pump 
water for the borough of Oxford, Pa., 
was demolished by the same storm. 

There is a largo section of tho country 
on the eastern shore of Maryland and 
Delaware whore there is no supply of 
running water for cattle, and princi¬ 
pally for this reason few are kept. There 
is plenty of good well water everywhere. 
Some large and small rainwater pools, 
with tho large streams, furnish water for 
cattle without tho labor of pumping, but 
all of those do not tako the 
place of the perennial springs of 
pure cold water of northern 
Cecil county,Md. ,part of Neweatle county, 
Del., and the adjourning counties of 
Pennsylvania. Here it is a common 
thing to have running water in every field, 
and cattle uoed never be stinted ior a sup¬ 
ply. Anything that willsuiqdy this defi¬ 
ciency in tho reigons whoro springs are 
scarce will incrcaso the number ot cattle 
kept; this will incroaso home mado fertili¬ 
zers, and tend to improyo fertility of 
soil, a* well ns by adding another 
source of profit from boef or butter, and 
thus benefit tbo whole community. To 
this end a perfect self-rogulating wind¬ 
mill seems to bo tho thing wanted. A 
much smaller and cheaper ono will do 
the work, if it stops or starts automati¬ 
cally. With a reservoir holding a sup¬ 
ply for several days, cattlo need never 
sutler. There are always days when 
when tne wind does not blow, and then 
a supply ahead is essential. 

These self-rogulators may roquiro a 
little more care and oil, hut thero is no 
sort of a pump that can bo kept 
in order without a little care and 
mechanical ingenuity, a. Colora , Md. 


To Clean Black Cloth. 

Black cloth clothes which are in con¬ 
stant wear should be brushed every day 
thoroughly but tightly, us harsh brushing 
will soon give them a threadbare ap¬ 
pearance. If they are wet and spotted 
with dirt, they should bo dried bolero be¬ 
ing brushed, and the spots should be 
rubbed oil’with tho hand. Tallow dropped 
on tho cloth should bo allowed to stiffen, 
then scratch off with tho finger nail. 
Grease may be removed by being rubbed 
with benzine, or with spirits of turpentine 
or spirits of hartshorn, on a little bit of 
woollen cloth. If, aftur tho grease has 
disappeared, tho mark is gently rubbed 
with tho palm of tho hand in the direction 
of the grain, it will rogain its glossy ap- 
poaranco. Benzine and benzoline, as it 
is sometimes called, is tho host solvent or 
cleanser. The collars of coats, wuich are 
liable to get greasy when tho lioir is worn 
long, should be examined and cleansed 
with bcuziuo frequently. When black

To Clean Black Cloth. 

Blapk cloth clothes which are in con¬ 
stant wear should ho brushod every day 
thoroughly but tightly, as harsh brushing 
will soon give them a threadbare ap¬ 
pearance. If they are wet and spotted 
with dirt, they should be dried bolero be¬ 
ing brushed, and the spots should be 
rubbed off with tho hand. Tallow dropped 
on tho cloth should be allowed to stiffen, 
then scratch off with tho finger nail. 
Grease may be removed by being rubbed 
with benzine, or with spirits of turpentine 
or spirits of hartshorn, on a little bit of 
woollen cloth. If, after the grease has 
disappeared, tho mark is gently rubbed 
with the palm of tho handin the direction 
of the grain, it will rogain its glossy ap- 
poaranco. Benzine and benzoline, as it 
is sometimes called, is tho host solvont or 
cleanser. Tho collars of coats, wuich are 
liable to got groasy when the hair is worn 
long, should he examined and cleansed 
with bcuzino frequently. When black 
cloth is very dirty and has a shabby look, 
it may bo cleaned as follows: Take a 
quarter of a pound of logwood, put it in¬ 
to a copper with throe gallons of water, 
and boil it for half an hour. Brush tho 
loose dust from tho cloth, dip it in warm 
water, squeeze it dry, and boil it in tho 
logwood decoction for half an hour. Lift 
it out, aud to tho liquor threo drachms of 
sulphate of iron, and boil tho clothes half 
an h» ur longer. Hang them up for a 
couple of hours ; at the end of that time 
rinse them in cold water, dry them and 
brush them with a soft brush, which bus 
had three or four drops of pure oil rub¬ 
bed on its surface. A very goad reviver 
for bluck % clotli may be mado by boiling 
for two hours a pound of logwood with 
half a j oimd of bruised galls, a quarter of 
a pound of green vitriol, and live pints of 
water. Scouring balls of various kinds 
are sol-, for freeing cloth from grease, dirt 
and pa.nt. When these are used the spot 
needs to be first moistened with hot water 
and ru* bed with the ball. The place is 
then ail nvcil to soak for a few minutes, 
after nich it is rubbed with a piece of 
red 11 .'.leftdipped in warm water, rinsed 
in cold 'ater, rubbed dry, and bl ushed 
with a ft brush.— From CusrlVs Domes- 
lib iJi ' onary for September.
